A  Nrw  hinrn  Law»  —Ur.  Fleu*,  th* 
inventor  of  the  diving  helmet  known  by 
his  name,  and  by  means,  of  which  ft  man 
can  take  c^vgen  enough  with  him  to  re¬ 
main  under  water  more  than  an  hour,  has 
recently  devised  a  new  safely  lamp  based 
ou  the  saute  principle.  It  is  about  twelve 
incite*  In  height,  end  is  composed  of  a 
stand,  oxygen  chamber,  spirit  tauk  aud 
cover.  Tiie  oxygen  chamber  is  spherical 
in  shape,  and  is  made  of  strong  copper.  It 
contains  o*ygen^>ouiped  in  at  a  pres  v re  of 
teo  hundred  and  sixty  pounds,  and  iu  out¬ 
let  is  a  smell  pipe,  furnished  with  so  escape 
valve  end  regulator,  opening  oloee  to  the 
wick.  Above  the  sphere  *  e  little  square 
tank  containing  methylated  spirits  for 
burning  in  the  lamp,  and  upou  it  is  closely 
screwed  a  socket  holding  the  wick.  Close 
to  the  wick  is  a  thin  iron  rod,  upon  which 
ia  fastened^  iu  the  usual  manner,  a  piece  of 
Wh^eu  the  wick  is  lighted  a  str< 
ygeu  U  turned  upon  it  from  the  little 
■y  means  of  the  regulator  aud  valve, 
ami^he  fl.itue  is  blown  upon  the  block  of 
tjie  light  produced  being  of  the  most 
inteuse  kiijd. 

Over  the  lighted  wick,  the  exygen  blow¬ 
pipe,  and  Ibe  r<  d  of  lime  a  strong  copper 
casing  is  screwed  down,  and  ihe  liglitJU 
thrown  through  s  bnllseve  iu  the  side  of^ 
this  cover.  The  casing  is  dome-shaped, 
aud  is  made  with  a  double  skin,  the  inter¬ 
vening  space  being  tilled  with  water.  On 
the  lower  (iart  of  it  U  an  onllet  valve,  by 
means  of  which  the  products  of  corn  bn  s- 
tiou  are  permitted  to  escapp  into  the  water 
bet  weeu  the  skins  of  the  case,  and  to  flud 
their  way  through  it  into  the  outer  atiut& 
phere,  an  escape  valve  ou  the  top  of  the 
cover  being  the  ultimate  means  of  egress. 
The  lamp  is  said  to  have  born  all  testa  with 
most  satisfactory  re-ulis.  It  heats  little, 
aud  is  easily  mauaged.  —  Scientific  Ameri¬ 
can. 

The  construction  of  an  alarm  dock  ca¬ 
pable  of  ficuuding  an  alarm  at  snocensive 
intervals  ,is  among  the  recent  French  in¬ 
ventions,  ]  the  succesaiou  of  alarms  at  the 
different  lours  requiring  no  fresh  arrange¬ 
ment  or  i^anipnlatiou.  Within  the  princi¬ 
pal  figure  plate  is  a  second  smaller  movable 
one,  which  rotates  exactly  once  in  tweuty- 
hourjB ;  the  figures  are  here  in  reveres 
order  frufi  Chose  ou  the  chief  figure  plate, 
those  ou  the  white  ground  corresponding 
to  day  hckjre—  7  a.  in.  to  G  p.  m. — ami  those 
oa  colored  gronud  to  night  hours,  or  6  p. 

to  7  a.  <n.  Within  the  figure  circle  of 
the  s  coud  plate  is  a  concentric  circle  of 
small  holes,  corresponding  to  hours  and 
quarters.  A  number  of  pegs  are  kept  b«- 
i  the  outer  border  of  the  chief  figure 
plate,  aud  it  ie^ftqnply  requisite  to  stick 
these  into  the  small  hole  or  holes  corres¬ 
ponding  to  the  time  when  the  alarm  sound 
is  desired— the  alarm  continuing  until  thl 
pereou  loused  pulls  a  small  cord.  The 
hands  can  be  moved  either  forward  or  back, 
,;hqut  injury  to  the  mechanism.

Thu  printing  of  gold  aud  silver  designs 
on  car^ietiugs  aud  other  tsxtile  fabrics  is 
now  carried  on  to  a  high  degree  of  perfec¬ 
tion,  py  mean*  of  improvements  recently 
ed.  The  bronze  powder  i*  now 
at  once  with  the  printing  material, 
the  1  quid  silicate  of  potash  or  oxide  of  so- 
i  answering  .this  purpose.  One  part, 
by  weight,  of  gold,  silver,  or  bronze  pow¬ 
der,  doinbined  with  two  parts  of  ihesilicate, 
will  iM  ft  priut  roller  which  is  easily  irens- 
fenib|e  bJh  rollers  to  paper,  oil  cloth, 
woodk,  and  tnetoL  The  bronze  tbns  print¬ 
ed  dife*  very  tapldly,  aud  is  not  removable 
by  oil  or  water,  nuless  they  are  boiling;  it 
aiao  bears  light  and  heat  equally  well,  and 
especially  sulphuretted  hydrogen,  which 
has  so  destructive  au  effect  ou  bronzes  put 
ou,  according  to  the  ordinary  method,  in 
the  fonu  of  powder. 

SicELTixa  iron  with  petroleum  oil  has 
been  found  both  practicable  aud  advan¬ 
tageous.  Id  some  recent  trials,  the  feeding 
apparatus  consisted  of  a  main  tank  contain¬ 
ing  *n«ue  fonr  and  one-half  barrels  of  crude 
oil,  ibe  latter  being  conveyed  to  the  tuyeres 
by  au  inch  gas  pipe,  v^here,  by  a  series  of 
valves  aud  pipe*,  it  beoomes^iucorporated 
with  superheated  steam  before  euteriug  the 
crueible.  It  passes  into  the  tuyeres  through 
the  gate  of  the  blowpipe,  about  an  inch 
above  the  plug  hole,  the  capacity  being 
from  ten  to  one  hundred  gallons  of  liquid 
an  hour  to  each  tuyere.  The  flame  moves 
with  a  very  rapid  motion — a  motioft  that 
would  seem  to  melt  anything  with  which  it 
came  iu  contact — and  the  two  volumes,  one 
of  superheated  steam  and  the  other  of  oil, 
became  one  burning  volume  of  pure  carbu¬ 
ret  of  hydrogeu.

JOSEFS  ftALUWU 

TI11S  «.AC*,  OUTRAOEOOSLT  ML  UBSaXU  WHILE 
TET  IX  TUB  PRIME  OF  LIFE 

Joseph  Baldwin,  son  of  Mrs.  Stephen  Bald¬ 
win  of  this  town  and  who  for  many  ye*»»  was  a 
resident  here  but  of  late  has  resided  at  Mount 

Pleaaant.  Westchester  County,  N.  Y.,  and  ha* 

beeu  engaged  In  the  vocation  of  fanner  In  the 
employ  of  Patrick  Coleman,  waa  mysteriously 
aud  shockingly  murdered  on  Buttermilk  Hli, 
near  UaloDviile,  on  Wednesday  morning  of  this 
week.  Mr.  Coleman,  li  seema,  is  the  only  p«r- 
•uu  who  could  give  any  information  eoucernlrtg 
the  crime.  He  stated  be  had  seen  a  negro  man 
and  boy  attack  Mr.  Baldwin  and  that  Is  about 
ail  that  Is  known.  Coleman’s  aecouotfwa*  en¬ 
tirely  unsatisfactory  and  be  seemed  so  discon¬ 
certed  when  interviewed  by  the  authorities  that 
they  felt  justified  In  arresting  him  cm  suspi¬ 
cion. 

From  Coleman’s  account  BaldMffi^  »t  the 
time  of  the  murder,  waa  engaged  in|  dlgglug 
post  holes  for  a  fence,  and  Cotomah  says  hr 
heard  words  of  dispute  and  looked  towards 
where  Baldwin  waa  working  and  saw  him  hav¬ 
ing  a  quarrel  with  the  colored  man  imd  boy, 
and  that  be  was  tryiug  to  take  a  bag  pf  hazel¬ 
nuts.  Coleman  also  states  tbst  he  sk*  the  col¬ 
ored  man  strike  Baldwin  with  a  club  land  that 
the  latter  ran  towards  him  screaming]  for  help. 
Coleman  ran  towards  Baldwin  and  sarw  bis  as¬ 
sailant*  beating  him  with  clubs.  Wbet»  they  saw 
him  (Coleman  >  coming  they  warned  Him  not  to 
come  any  further,  for  if  he  did  they  v^oold  kill 
him  too.  They  then  ntu  away  and  diiappeared 
in  th«  bushes.  Coleman  says  he  rso  to  the 
place  where  Baldwin  lay  and  saw  thn  man  was 
dying.  He  spoke  to  him  but  Ba!dw!u>  was  un¬ 
able  to  answer.  Coleman  says  he  jtben  ran 
down  the  road  and  told  Mrs.  Calvin  See  that 
Baldwin  had  been  murdered  by  two  negroes 
and  instructed  her  to  go  and  tell  fraldwhi’s 
wife,  who  lived  a  short  distance  away.  He 
says  he  then  went  home  to  dinner  afier  which 
be  returned  again  to  the  sceue  of  the  Icrtme. 

When  arrested  Coleman  asked  the  privilege 
of  going  home  to  bis  dinuer,  but  whqn  the  offi¬ 
cer  said  he  hod  jnst  come  from  bis  (Coleman's^ 
house  and  had  there  beeu  told  that  b*  had  jual 
quit  the  dinner-table,  be  said  no  mo^v  and  re¬ 
mained  quietly  in  custody.  Upon  examination 
it  was  found  that  Baldwiu  had  beea  murdered 
with  an  axe,  instead  of  a  club,  stated  by 
Coleman,  and  Coleman  stated  the  avc  belong¬ 
ed  to  him  and  was  the  one  with  whiqb  Baldwin 
waa  working.  Coroner  Shlrmer  made)  a  diligent 
search  through  the  neighborhood  forsotaebody 
who  saw  the  two  negroes  spoken  of  by  Cole¬ 
man,  but  nobody  who  had  seen  them  could  be 
found. 

Joseph  Baldwin  was  about  thirty-five  year* 
of  age  and  had  worked  In  WestchetAer  coantj 
for  aeveo  year*.  He  had  a  good  Reputation. 
He  had  a  wife  and  two  amall  children.  Cole¬ 
man  Is  an  Irish cn am,  about  rixty-flve  years  old, 
and  hfta  long  resided  in  the  neighborhood  and 
was  generally  known  a*  a  quarrelsome  person . 
Baldwin  had  worked  for  him  many  wear*  aud  K 
ia  not  known  that  they  had  any  diftftrence*.  At 
present  the  whole  affair  1*  shrouded  lu  mystery. 

Ou  Thursday  usoruing  a  slater  of  the  deceas¬ 
ed,  in  company  with  Mrs.  Jos.  Carter  of  this 
place,  left  for  the  scene  of  the  tragedy.  The 
sympathy  of  this  community  Is  wltlj  the  aged 
mother  and  alao  the  entire  family.

A  FORMER  BLvVM FIELDER. 

SKETCH  OF  THE  XOBLE  CilUl  A>1H  •■HTICEft 

OF  0ERBUAL  EUASTLi  ■.  FCBDT,  FORMERLY 

A  RESIDENT  OF  TUIE  PLACE. 

The  following  article,  taken  from  a  recent  Is¬ 
sue  of  the  -Veic  York  Herald,  describes  the  ad¬ 
mirable  life  and  honored  funeral  obsequies  of 
General  Erastus  S.  Purdy,  who  will  be  remem¬ 
bered  by  many  per  sous  living  in  Bloomfield  as 
a  former  neighbor  and  friend: 

Advices  from  Cairo,  Egypt,  anftounce  the 
death  of  General  Erastus  8.  Purdy.  He  was 
a  native  of  the  State  of  New  York,  and  at  the 
age  of  sixteen  went  to  California.  Two  years 
later  be  went  to  Mexico  and  assisted  General 
Stone  to  survey  Sonora,  Sinaloa  and  Lower 
California.  When  the  war  broke  opt  he  joined 
the  first  California  regiment,  com  posed  princi¬ 
pally  of  Californians  lu. New  York,  aud  called 
the  Thirty-second  New  York  volunteers, 
was  appointed  adjutant  under  Cblooel  Rodney 
Matheson  and  made  an  efficient  officer.  For 
his  meritorious  aud  gallant  services  In  the 
Army  of  the  Potomac  he  was  promoted  step  by 
step  until  he  became  chief  officer  of  General 
Franklin’s  staff.  His  health  failing  in  1868  be 
was  compelled  to  tender  his  resignation  to  the 
Adjutant  General  of  the  Army.  It  was  not  ac 
cepted,  however,  and  a  sho?l  sojourn  in  Cali¬ 
fornia  recruited  his  enerj^CT  sufficiently  to  en¬ 
able  him  to  resume  duty,  and  returning  he 
served  on  the  staff  of  General  McDowell  until 
the  close  of  the  war.  He  was  appo|uted  Colo¬ 
nel  of  topographical  engineers  in  tl^e  Egyptian 
army  in  1870  and  was  Immediately  qet  to  work 
in  the  Desert.  In  1878  the  Khedh#  decorated 
him  with  the  Imperial  Order  of  the  Medljie  as  a 
reward  for  the  important  surveys  by  Uod  and 
sea  he  had  successfully  carried  out  for  the 
Egyptian  government.  He  was  afterward  ap¬ 
pointed  a  Pacha.  He  did  excellent  exploring 
work  In  Nubia,  Abysainla,  Darfur  and  the  Sou- 
daft,  and  his  arduous  labors  had  warn  down  his 
physical  strength.  His  death  occurred  at  the 
easly  age  of  forty-two,  a a  he  wo*  preparing  to 
enjoy  a  brief  real  after  the  complefion  at  Cairo 
of  a  splendid  map  of  interior  Africa  and  the 
Nile  region  which  be  had  prepared  for  the 
Royal  Geographical  Society  of  Venice.  He  waa 
suddenly  prized  with  spasms  and  died  almost 
immediately.  A  private  letter  from  General 
Stone,  of  the  Egyptian  army,  thus  describes  bis 
funeral:— ‘-The  funeral  obsequies,  with  all  due 
military  honors,  were  held  upon  the  succeeding 
day  to  the  death.

A  large  assembly  of  all  the  distinguished  Euro¬ 
pean  residents  and  visitors,  court  officials,  staff 
officers  sod  the  resident  officials  followed  the 
riderless  horse  and  the  silent  General  to  the 
end  of  the  lost  march  and  the  final  bolt  by  the 
palms  of  the  Nile.  The  Geographical  Society 
or  Egypt,  in  special  session,  after  suitable  reso- 
laUooa,  directed  the  immediate  erection  of  a 
suitable  and  fitting  monument,  to  commemo¬ 
rate  the  services  of  the  daring  explorer,  skill¬ 
ful  diplomat  and  veteran  soldier,  who  gained 
such  laurels  in  Afrida.  In  fourteen  years'  ser¬ 
vice — topographical,  constructive  I  and  military 
engineering,  diplomatic  work  with  the  wild  in¬ 
terior  tribes,  and  geoeral  staff  (Juty— General 
Purdy  accomplished  •  wonderful  amount  of 
military  and  scientific  work."
